valic to all intents and purposes, as part of this

In five of the States mentioned above, viz 
Rt-ode Island, New York, New Jersey, Penn 
sylvania, Wisconsin, any amendment may be 
submitted to the people by a majority vote of the 
niembeis of the Legislature.

"Any amendment or amendments to 
Constitution may be proposed in thowSenste and 
Assembly ; and if the same shall be agreed to by 
a majority of the members elected to each of th 
two houses, such proposed amendment or amend 
menu shall be entered on their ournals with 
the yeas and nays taken thereon, and referred 
to the Legislature, to be chosen at the next gene-

laws have been duly executed. For these, pur- 
have power to scud for persons, 
: they shall have authority to

been naisttrl contrary to the principles of the 
Constitution: These powers tney shall con- 
tinue to have for and during the space of one 
year from the day of their election and no long- 
er. The aaid council of censors shall also hsve 
power to call a Convention, to meet within two 
wars after their ajtt.ng. if there appears to them 
an absolute necessity of amending any article of 
this Constitution, which may be defective; .v 
plainingsuch as may be thought not clearly ex- 
pressed: and of adding such as are necessary for 
i he preservation of the lights and happiness of 
the people: but the articles to be ame.uled, and 
the amendments proposed, and such articles as 
are proposed to be added or abolished, ahail be 
promulgated at least six months l-erbre the day 
appointed for the election of such Convention, 
for the previous consideration of the i»eople, that 
they may have an opportunity of 
their delegates on the subject."

Tke islnvr Trade. 

We extract the following from a curious work 
entitled the Africa i Blockade, by Commodore 
Forbes, II. N , who was captain of H. M. S. 
Bonetla, one of th s squadron stationed on th* 
Weet Coast of Africa for the suppression of the 
slave trade: 

Slavk Vuskls. — In May, the steam-trader, 
Msid of Isley, belonging to s Bremen rnerchsnl 
of Sierra Leone, being engaged in landing rice 
for the slavs merchants of Gallinas (under the 
British Mag , was mistaken for a Brazilian 
.learner, and her cew reported that 1 ,200 stove* 
were *ent alonpide in *ix boat*, but palled on 
.bore at soon as ihs mistake was discovered. 
These are Ike same boats that Don Lais seat 
for the prixeerew*, aid fatly capable of holding 
200 slaves each. Th.-y are rowed by forty men, 
whose Bests sresoblgh that a man can walk 
uoderneath. On the slave* being received, the 
largeet meu,are picked out | if not sent with bad 
character! aa head-men, and these, dividing 
the alavea into gang*, according to the size of 
the veesel, of from ten to twenty, keep litem in 
order. The slave deck is divided Into two un- 
equal parts, ths greater for the men, the other 
for women and children, and between the sexes 
no communication takes place during the voy- 
sge. 

The stowsge is inansgedentirely by ihs head- 
men, who take care that the largeet stoves shsll 
be fsrlbeet from ths ship's side, or from any 
position iu which their strength might avail 
them, to secure a larger space than then neigh 
bora. Th* form of stowage ii, that the poor 
wretches shall be seated on the hams, snd the 
head thrust between the knee*, snd so close 
that when one moves the mass must. In this 
•tste, nature's ofBcee are performed, and fre- 
quently, from the maddened passion* of uncivi- 
lised men, s fight ensuee between parties of two 
nations whoso warlike habits have filled the 
•lave- ship— alike prisoners, each to the other's 
ruler, and all sold to the same factor. la one 
instance, a brig, the Isabella II , taken by H. M. 
S. Sappho, in 1S1£, hod been chased off the 
coaat tor three days, and when the hatches were 
opposed, Mar rati, n had maddened, and assisted 
by a regular battle between the Akooe and 
Eboos, had destroyed 200 human beings. This 
•late of misery works, In a measure, its own 
care. Fevers and cutaneous disease*, conse- 
qaent ou the croa'ded stale of the decks, carry 
off sometime, hundreds, and leave to the sur- 
vivors, st least room enough. 

Iuihe West Indies, vessels taken from Af- 
rica offer a most deplorable picture, many ef 
the slave* being in dreadful agonies, from a 
loathsome cutaneous disease, yclept the kras 
hrus. It commences like the itch, between the 
finger*, dte , bat, unless checked, it ran* into 
uioeva of »u i t.\.iii» «ite, niui, irom extreme irri- 
tation, often prores fatal. Should a mutiny 
break out, the cowardly nature of the dastards 
employed si onee breaks forth, frequently deci 
mating the whole— hanging some, shooting 
others, and cuttmr and maiming ju.t ssflicient 
to hinder a recurrence on board, and yet not to 
•poil the *al* of the article. Sometime* fear 
quite overpower* the slaves, as will appear in 
the following account of mutiny, giveu by the 
captain of thsCurio*o, (prize to H. M. S. Am-

Ciltrite, in May, 1858>, to Lieutenant Strick 
nd the prizs-cflicer.

The 
latter managed to convey, unseen, ths only 
four cutlasse*, together with three rsxore, to 
ths slaves. At 3 la the morning, King ill with 
th* fever, he heard the .lave* breaking out ol 
the hold. Arming himself with s kmf*. be 
rushed on deck, fcoghr until the knife broke. 
Seizing another, and assisted by three while 
men, the fourth having been killed, the combat 
remained undecid«<d until one of the white men 
found a loaded musket, with which ha soon 
cleared the decks. Deyllght revealed a horrid 
sight. An many sa sixty-seven of the slave* 
lay bleeding or dead; in a word, the deck was s 
perfect sceae of carnage. All the survivor* 
were pat below, am for the rest of th* voyage, 
none allowed to appear on deck. Food aad 
water were handed through the iron grating* of 
the hatchway*. The slave i* fed twice a day, 
in order to give roc m. one-half are allowed on 
deck. At the hou - of the meal, they ar* ranged 
into messes, snd whsn all is reedy, st a signal 
from the head-men, they commence. The food 
consists of either rice, calabancies (a kind of 
bean), or fsrinhs (the flour of the casaada, a 
specie* of potato) boiled. Asa relish to thos*. 
ire either salt pork, beef, fish, chillies, or palm- 
oil, in small quanti.is*. Aft*r each meal, they 
are made to sing, to digest the food, and then

The Constitution of Tennessee requires a mi- 
jority of ne members of ono Legislstute and 
twoihiittoof the succeeding; and atoo provides 
thst amendments shsll not be submitted oftener 
than oncct in six years. The ConsUlution of 
Delaware requires a two-thirds vote of one 
Legislator* and a three-fourths vote of Uie suc- 
ceeding. No direct vote of the people is taken. 
In North Carolina a three-filths vote of one 
Legislator.; an-1 a two-third* vote of the suc- 
ceeding are required. In Louisiana amend- 
ments may be proposed by a three fifths vote of 
one Legialature and a majority vote of Uie sue- 
ceeding. In Michigan the Constitution provide* 
for amsjotity vote in one Legislature snd a two- 
thirls vote in the next In Miuiaaippi a two

South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Missouri, 
Flohds, Arkansas, Texas, a two-thirds vote of 
two successive Legislatures is required; and in 
oui) t«o or mese seven state*, Alabama and 
Texas, is a direct vote of the people taken upon 
the amendment or amendments proposed.

It is admitted that m derogation of these 
principles a nation may become powerful and a 
man may attain wealth, consequence snd dis- 
tinction; or seeking thai glory and renown 
which is found in th* breath of popular ap- 
plause uader the influence of misdirected edu- 
cation or false conceptions of religion and glo- 
ry, he may wield the sceptre cf stste, wear the 
princely crown, or clothed in royal htbiliments, 
he may luxuriate In purple mid fine linen. A 
thousand slave* may minister to his imaginary 
wants; a thousand courtiers may tax their ge- 
nius and blacken their cooocisoce*, to cater to 
hi* engulphing passion for applaua*; still, when- 
ever come* one moment of reflection, one calm 
retrospect at life, he will be ready, in lh*full- 
n*** of hi. disappointment to exclaim in Uie 
lauguag* of tho wis* man ef old, "vanity of 
vanities; allisvsnity aad vexation of spirit." 

Applying thi* doctrine to the subject before 
as, leak — is the continuance of a mixed popn- 
I , t ie — u ug <>r e i » ti a <.t nsese, so very uif- 
t a* the white snd black, so conducive and 
ntial to the happiness of either or both 
m, ss to require us to depart from the pria- 
eiples of republican liberty, restrain the free- 
dom of Uie people apon the aubject, to taaaa of 
the moot vital importance, deny to them Uie 
power to alter, amend and modify their consti- 
tution at pleasure, in order to hold fast lo aa 
institution which nine-tenths of our fellow- 
citixens consider an unqualified evil .' So far 
from It (a* I have shown in a former number) 
tb* peaceable continuance of such a slats of 
society is impossible without th* one being held 
in subservience to th* other. I have also shown 
that perpetual slavery to impossible, and that 
without tho abomination ol amalgamation, or 
th* true remedy, deportation from Ibe country, 
the black* within the *lar* States must, 
wilhiu Ihe lifetime of oar bora children, 
so fsr preponderate as to endanger the exis- 
tence of the white race, or be I he ui solve, 
exterminated. The question then recurs, 
what shall we do with our black popula- 
tion ? This question deserves our most serious 
consideration. It ie a duly wa ewe to ourselves 
and our children, as well a* to the master and 
■lav*, to consider it well. The abolitionist tails 
you— liberate the slave and trust the cones- 
qaen< e to God. Thi* would be but to aba a 
bandon sh* country for Ihe soke of leaving 
such intolerable bad neighbors behind u* as 
would hasten the extermination of the race. 
The perpetual slavery-slaveholder on the other 
hand, tells you, you have no right to ask tho 
question! Discarding all common sense aad 
wrapping himself in hi* wealth and the techni- 
calities of the law, he eay* theee people are my 
property; I have a legal right to them, bodily— 
I have a white skin and was born lo inherit 
freedom and have slaves to obey me. They 
have a dark skin, wsre born lo the inheritance 
of slavery, and are made to serve me; tho law 
makes them my property now, aad their issue 
through all time to come, belong to me, my 
heir* and assigns; to mo and to tho** who hold 
under me belongs tho exclusive right to decide 
the question ;you have no right toinqaire into the 
title by which I hold my fellow man in bondage, 
nor have you any right to determine what the 
Interest, welfare and happiness of the many re- 
quires in opposition lo my contingent rights 
snd expectation.; whsn my sow hss pigs, they 
aro mine — and whan my eiave ha* childrea, 
they sre mine also. Hs thinks of nothing, bat 
maintaining his legsl right, by perpetuating 
natural wrong— his *uppoo*d contingent right 
tu unborn human being* — hie right to consign 
unborn children to slavery — his right to fasten 
the woret of evile upon tboee who .hall corns 
sflsr him; his right to dsprlv* the laboring 
white man of a ju.t compensation for his toil; 
his right to continue th* raialug of woman and' 
childrea a* pip for Uie market; hi* right to 
separate the husband and wife, to deprivo tho 
parent of the child aad the child of the parent; 
tho right to prescribe what lawa be please* for 
their government, to punish for what caaoe he 
pleaaee, or without eay cause at all ! Not eon- 
lent, lo hold aa long as life 'loots, the blood snd

Th* interest 
of the roaster requires thst the stock 
crease, for on thst he lives— it to 
education, and everything to his 
adultery sad prostitution becom 
instead of bastardy being s disgrace, it to ths 
source of profit to the master, sod indulge ace to 
Ut* mother. Bat wore a fair and jast record

We fiod ia a digeat of Mr. Colman'a reeent 
book on Europe, prepared for the Boetoa 7V«aa- 
cript, aome in ideating particulars of tha wealth 
of several of the noblemen of Great Britain: 

Alihorpe, the residence of Earl Spencer, 
consists of 10,000 acres, "all lying togeth- 
er in wood, meadow, pasture, gardenr, paiks 
and everything in a style of superior beau- 
ty and order.' His house contains sleeping 
rooms for seventy guests — the entries and 
rooms are filled with pictures and statues. — 
A gallery of pictures one hundred feet long, 
contains many of the works of the first 
masters. His library comprises more than 
50,000 volumes, and is said to be the finest 
lib rary in the world. 

The Duke of Richmond's home farm 
(Goodwood) consists of 23.000 acrea. His 
whole domain ai Goodwood is 40,000 acres. 
He haa a summer retreat in Scotland of be- 
tween two and 300,000 acrea. "Of the 
beauty and magnificence of thia establish- 
ment," says Mr. Column, "I cannot give 
you any adequate idea" — extensive parks, 
through which you ride for miles and miles; 
herds of deer, sheep and cattle— t went \- 
five race horses in the stable, and a groom 
for each — an aviary, filled with a variety of 
splendid birds — Ash poods — grottoe, dec. 

The annual income of the Duke of De- 
vonshire, the pioprietor of Chataworlh, is 
to be 9200,000, or one million of 
dollars. This is said to be the moat splen- 
did nobleman's seat in the Kingdom. His 
arboretum, covering many acres, contains 
one or more specimens of every tree that 
can be acclimated — the kitcnen garden 
covers 12 acres — a conservatory, 387 feet 
long, 117 wide, 67 high, with a carriage, 
way. This conservatory is covered with 
7600 square feet of glass, and warmed with 
not weier. rising through sn extent of seven 
miles. The fountain at Chataworlh throws 
ihe water to the height of 276 feet. Here 
the Duka owns 3,600 acres, and 96.000 in 
Derbyshire. For a minute description ol 
neee sumptuous residences, ard n full ac 
count of their interior arrangements, style 
of living, d:c, tha reader ia referred to the 
letters of Mr. Colman. 

On page 108, Vol. L, Mr. Colman gives 
an account of several noblemen whose an 
nual income varied from £100,000 to 
£150.000, ihavt ia from 8500,000 to 
8750,000. Speaking of Loid Y^borough, 
he says, that bis Lordship "has an indefinite 

number ef hunters, die, 6zc," and adds 

"It was ibe custom at this piece for hi.- 
Lttrdahip, and his guests were always inv. ted 
to accompany him, at nine o'clock precise 
ly, in the evening, to visit the stables, 
where the hunting and riding horses were 
kept, which were reached by a covered 
pa.-aage,way from the house.

"Many 
ot the tenants of Lord Yarboraugh pay 1000 
snd UOO guineas a year rem, and several 
of them live like noblemen, keeping theii 
dogs, horses, carrisges, and letvams in liv- 
ery."

at dinner, was al waya silver or gold through- 
out, plates and dishes, except for the jellies 
and pudJings, and ihoto the most beautiful 
china.'' in truth Mr. Coleman's book re- 
trembles the grotto of antiparoa, the glitter 
of whose illuminated atalactitee doe* noi 
surpa a the rplendor of the gold, and silver,

Then let him turn to the account of Wo- 
burn Abbey, p. 310, the residence of the 
Duke of Bedford, which, says Mr. C , "in 
iU magnificence distances anything 1 have 
yei seen, and, next to the rojal palace, may 
be considered the acme of elegance and 
grandeur. " 

After alluding to a court ball, at which 
one lady wore £60,000, or •300,000 worth 
of diamonds, Mr. C. rerr.stks — "The Du 
chess of Roxburgh, whom I do not know, 
appeared most splendidly; and well she 
might, as the annual income of the Duke 
is stated to be £300,000."

ereupon they let their young fall Aom 
their arms, but the little creatures clung 
firmly to the old one by running, climbing, 
and springing under her belly. They live 
together in familiea of eeverai hundreds, 
and their territory ia very limited even in 
the forest, as I myself subsequently ascer 
tained. Although they fear the water, very 
m.ich; and do not swim voluntarily, yei 
they alwaya fied for security, to the high 
branches hanging over the stream, and of 
ten fell in, whereupon ihey, in spite of im- 
minent danger, carefully wiped their faces 
md tried to gel the water out of their eats 
before they climbed up into the trees. Such
